_CWINA’S LESSONS FOR INDIA. 


The India Mirror: Tho Reform movement 
in China is‘one of the marvellous things which 
aro'to be noticed to-day. Miny lessons are to be 
derived from it by those who are working for 
tho advancement of India. The first thing which 
we should learn is that jitnesa is the condition 
precedent to any kind of concession, aad that 
the true standard of fitness is not book-learning 


‘acquired by a small portion of the community, 


but the intellectual and moral worth of the na- 
tion esa whole, Intellectual and moral worth 
again is reflected in social conditions. Let us 
sizhow far we, in India, have advanced in these 
directions, Tho Chinese aud Japanese, it should 
be remembered, are homogenoous nations. They 
have no such institution is the caste system 
standing a3 an insuperable. obstacle to progress. 
India, is cnste-ridden to a dogree that defies 
description. And whatarowedoingtoremove this 
evil fromm our midst ? Chins has stood up valiantly 
to banish opium from the Empire. Here, in 
Yndia, ten thousand times more deadly in its 
effecta is the evil of carly morriage.- Bome of 
us aro tearing our lungs out for political 
riviloges; cannot they have a word to spare 
for social reform? Early marriage, onfor 
widowhood, genoral ignorance of the female}, 
poptlation and of the musses, the miserablo 
condition of the. depressed classes—theso are the 
subj cts ‘which demand the attention of Young 
India, If it can be yossible for China to etemp 
out such a long-standing evil as: the opium 
habit, why cen we not put an end io the 
disastrous, inhuman custom of early marriage? 
Let India show her fitness by accomplishing 
these reforms; and all’ reasonable litical 
concessions that may be asked for will follow as 
a mattér of course. To putthe matter briefly 
wo must raise ourselyes socially and morally to 
be a nation worthy of respect, .

They desired cheap, 
good, and quick justice, which could be obtained | 
close to their business honies without the delays 
of tho High Court.’
